I have suggésted a much-mooted 
problem among Shakesparean scholars. 
As Furnival says, “The great ques- 


tion is, do the sonnets speak his own 


heart, or not?’ Recent critica are 
fot agreed on this point. Sidney Lee 
in his recently-published “Life of 
hakespeare’ argues with considerable 
force that there is nothing to be gained 
from the attempt to read the Ilfe of 
the dramatist into his sonnets, that 
they are “exercises” that Shakespeare 
set himeelf to because every other poet 
of the day was writing sonnets. In 
support of this theory he finds paraliel 
passages for almost all the sonnets in 
the poetry of the day. or in that of 
the continent. They are “na médiey 
of imitative etoties” and “produce 
dramatically the illusion of a dramatic 
confession.” On the other hand. 
Brandes, Furnival and Dowden, not to 
mention others, argue that Shake- 


plucks out the heart of his mystery. 

Let us look a little mote closely at 
these two theories, for there is truth 
in both of them--or, rather, the truth 
is midway between the two. There 
was a “sonnetteering rare” in England 
between 1591 ard 1587.

There are drugstores 
in this section which do a larger liquor 
business than the average first-class 
saloon in Los Angeles. The result is 
that the city loses the lice:.se and the 
citizens lose their self-respect. ‘ihe 
moral of this js that a properly-reg- 
ulated system of l.cense and control 
of the liquor traffic, which works, is 
preferable to a system of prohibition 
which does not prohibit, but drives 
the traffic into illegitimate channels, 
breeding hypocrisy, and instead of ¢:. 
creasing the consumption of liquor, 
encouraging quiet guzzling. 


IQUID AIR. 

If it be true, ar claimed, that 
liquid air car be produced at + cost 
as low as one or two cents per gallon, 
there is nothing more certain than 
that it is destincd to exert a >otent 
and far-reaching influence upon the 
civilization of the new century. Its 
pcssibilities cannot be predicted— 
cannot, in fact, be realized—at the 
present time. It ‘s a rew agent, out- 
sid. of th: laboratory of the scientist, 
and its rractical applications.are as 
yet only partially apparent. These ap- 
plications will depend in a large de- 
gree upon the commercial cost of the 
product. If it can be produced at as 
low a cost as is claimed, it will un- 
doubtedly become, in the not very re- 
mote future, as familiar as steam, 
electricity, and other modern agents. 

Already, tae uses to which liquid 
air can be applied are numerous. So 
far as at present appears, the most im- 
portant use seems likely to be as a re- 
frigerating agent. Its advantages over 
iee or the ammonia processes, in 
this field, are many, and if 
to these advantages low cost is to 
be added, its victory will no doubt be 
complete. Liquid air seems destined, 
moreover, to have a great future as 
an intensifier for furnaces. The more 
volatile nitrogen and hydrogen evap- 
orate first, leaving almost pure oxygen, 
in a highly concentrated state. A 
spray of this thrown into a furnace 
wil! intensify «he fire to any cxtent 
desired, and insure perfect combus- 
tion. As a refrigerating agent, it has 
the advantage of producing as low a 
temperature as may be desired free 
from moisture. The advantages of 
dry refrigcration are well known. 

Liquid air has probably an impor- 
tant future for _,otor purposes, within 
a limited field. If it can be produced 
at a merely nominal cost, and trans- 
ported thousands -f miles with but a 
small percentar: of loss, its tremen- 
dous expans‘ve power will und-ubtedly 
be utilized in many ways for driving 
machinery of the lighter kind. It may 
yet, possibly, prove to be the best mo- 
tor for automobijes. In fact, as stated 
at the beginning of this articic, its pos- 
sibilities can at present be little more 
than conjectured. There is no telling 
what even the first decade of the new 
century will bring forth. The pace of 
progress is rapid In .nese modern days. 


ETAL PRODUCTION. 

The Wells-Fargo Company keeps a 
record of the production of gold, silver, 
lead, and copper in North America 
west of the Missouri River. Statistics 
for 1900 have ‘ust be no pubicaed, 
from which it appears that ise total 
output of thes metals for t' t year 
was neariy $230,000,000," being an in- 
crease of more than $100,000,000 over 
the production for 1890. The produc- 
tion of lead amounted in value co 
some $18,000,000, and that of cop. 
to about $70,000,..%. The remainder, 
about $142,000,000, was in ; .d and 
silver, the gold production amount- 
ing to $99,100,133, out of a total gold 
output for the entire world estimated 
at $236,000,000. This is a decrease in 
the world’s total gold production of 
$68,000,000 as compared to 1899. The 
decrease in Australasia was $+¢,000,00v, 
the remander of the loss being attrib- 
uted to the war in Sout. Africa. 

Of the total gold production in 
North America, \ st of the Missouri 
River, $30,300,000 was produce’ in the 
Yukon territory and British Columu.a, 
$7,000,000 in Alaska, and the baiance in 
the Pacific Coact and Rocky Mountain 
States. The tota. gain over the pre- 
ceding year was a aut $9,000,000. 

The value of the silver product in 
the area «f North America west of the 
Miesduri was %42,402,502, being less 
than two-thirds that of copper. It is 
now about time fors xe of our finan- 
celal statesmen to begin an agitation 
for the free an. unlimited coinage of 
copper, “without waiting for ..e id 
or consent of any other nation.”

It isn't professional to say any- 
thing, so the co~:munity is constantly 
impo--i upon. But tie .octor who 
accepts money and des not or cannot 
return a just equivalent in intelligent 
service, or who willfully protracts a 
case, is a rovber, ana, it is time to 
cry “stop thief” to him. 


The shyster broker and speculator. 

If he sells 
you that which he would not himself 
buy. or what he knows is bad, or does 
not know is good, who has no r= pose 
to serve but to get his commission, 
isnt he a tu.ef? cop him.

At the Churches Yesterday, ¢ 


John Marshall, 
N THE Church of the Unity Rev. C. 
[3 K. Jones preached yesterday 
morning on John Marshall, Cuief 
Justice of the Supreme Court from 
February 4, 1801, to July 6, 1835. He 
said in part: “‘Let us now praise 
famous men-—the Lord hath wrought 
great glory by them—leaders of the 
people by their counsel, wise in their 
instructions.’ John Marshall was one 
of the preéminently great men of there 
United States who have controlled and 
directed the destinies of this nation 
in radical and exceptional ways. 
“This month of February is noted 
in our annals as the natal month of 
Washington, February 22, 1732; and of 
Lincoln, February 12, 1809. We are all 
aware of the debt of obligation we 
owe to these two heroes of our politi- 
cal history, but most of us are not 
aware of the incalculable’ service 
wrought for us by John Marshall as 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of 
the, United States. The Constitution 
of the United States has been aptiy de- 
scribed as ‘the most wonderful work 
ever struck off at a given time by the 
brain and purpose of man.’ One has 
eaid, ‘the universal wonder is that the 
framers of the Constitution did so 
well.’ And not an insignificant feature 
of the framing of the Constitution was 
the fact that fifty-fiVe men accom- 
plished its completed form in cighty- 
five working days. Washington, mak- 
ing an appeal for this great instument 
as it should be, said: ‘Let us raise a 
standard to which the wise and the 
honest can repair—the event is in the 
hand of God.’ it has been truly said 
that ‘the Constitution stands alone in 
the records of constructive statesman- 


ship.’ 

“John Marshall, as the interpreter of 
this great charter of our liberties, has 
been fitiy termed ‘the second maker of 
the Constitution.. He was in turn 
soldier, legisiator, member of Congress, 
envoy to France, Secretary of War, 
Secretary of State, and, above all, the 
great Justice. As before his 
time, and so often since, great men 
have arisen to save our country In the 
time of her crises, so did Marshall 
arise in his day and office to render 
unparalleled service in the interpreta- 
tion of our fundamental law.” 


EV. J. 8S. THOMBON, pastor of the

“There have been various theories 
about this ancient king of righteous- 
ness," he said. “Josephus called him 
a pious prince. Origin said he was an 
angel. Luther believed he was Shem. 
The Bible represents him as a just and 
peaceful king. The Old Testament, 
which is a Hebrew book, praises Mel- 
chizedek, who,was not a Hebrew. It 
recognizes the inspiration of Jethro 
and Balaam, who were not Hebrews. 
Peter declared that ‘God is no respecter 
of persons; bu’ in every nation be that 
feareth Him and worketh righteous- 
ness is accepted.’ Hebrew priests were 
selected from the family of Aaron, and 
their names could be found in the pub- 
lic registers; but Meichizedek’s name 
could not be found therein, and no 
record of his birth, or death, of his 
father or mother, could be found. And, 
therefore, so far as public recofds 
were concerned, he was ‘without father, 
without mother, without descent, hav- 
ing neither beginning of days, ner end 
of life. Genius is ‘without father, 
without mother, without descent.’ It 
is not inherited. It is a special gift of 
God Bodies, colors, forms, physica! 
tendencies, we do inherit. La Place, 
Shakespeare, Newton, Milton, Dickens, 
Whittier, Washington and Lincoln 
had genius ‘without descent.’

Definite Religious Truth 
ESTERDAY morning in St. John's 
-¥ Episcopal Church, the rector, Rev. 
B. W. R. Tayler, preached from 8t. 
Matthew xiii, 61-52. In the course of 
his sermow he said: 

“If we analyze carefully the pub- 
lished reports of sermons, or read the 
extracts of religious matter which ap- 
pear in the press, we’ shall be sur- 
prised to find what a smal] proportion 
of them contain any definite teaching 
of definite religious truth. Preachers 
as well as people seem afraid of the 
authoritative announcement: Thus 
eaith the Lord! However intereating 
and pleasing and eloquent a sermon 
may be, it is useless if it has not left 
imbedded in the mind and heart some 
definite truth about the soul and its 
relationship to God. If religion is to 
consist of public devotional exercises 
and the listening to mere exhortation, 
it must soon lose its hold on the think- 
ing, reasoning man, and find its vot- 
anes only among the sentimental and 
esthetic. But if religion deals with the 
true mystery of man’s being, what he 
is, whence he came, whither he is go- 
ing, what are his duties, and what is 
his relationship’ to God and the world 
in which he lives, then nothing should 
be more interesting to the thinki 
reasoning man than religious tru 
And if religion means this—and I be- 
live it does—there must be definite 
principles, definite truths, definite teach-

CHINESE DYING 
OF HUNGER. 


Eating of Human Flesh 
Made Common. 

Women Sold and Babes 
Fed to Wolves. 


Shansi and Shensi Provinces. 


Being Swept Bare by the 
_ Drought and. Famine. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THS TIMES.! 

PEKING, Feb. 3.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.}] Reports from Singan Fu all 
agree that the famine in the provinces 
of Shansi and Shensi is one of the 
worst in the history of China. All in- 
formation on the subject is necessarily 
from Chinese sources, and frag- 
mentary, but the stories are all to the 
same effect, picturing a condition of 
affairs calculated to arouse the sym- 
pathy of the world for the stricken 
peoplic., 

It is estimated that two-thirds of the 
people are without sufficient food, or 
The weather 
is bitterly cold, and this adds misery 
to starvation. There is Nttle fuel in 
either province; the people are tearing 
out the woodwork of houses to build 
fires to keep them warm. Oren, 
horses, dogs and other animals used 
by farmers to aid them in work in 
ordinary times, are practically all sac- 
rificed to satisfy hunger. 

For three years the crops have been 
failures in both provinces. There was 
more or less famine previous seasons, 
and the people were in poverty when 
the winter began. The condition has 
since been growing steadily worse. Let- 
ters state that cannibaliem is prac- 
ticed now to a considerable extent. 

Li Hung Chang, in conversation with 
Minister Conger, stated that the peo- 
ple were reduced to eating human flesh. 
Many are selling their women and chil- 
dren to obtain money to buy food for 
the remaining members of their fam- 
flies. Infanticide is alarmingly com- 
mon. Parents, driven insane by want 
and the appeals of their children for 
food, which they are ble to provide, 
kill the little ones ra than listen to 
their cries of distress and see their 
sufferings. 

One letter received here says: “In 
the towns, men become like ravenogs 
kites. They snatch from your hand 
whatever you may be eating. Besides 
those who are every day tHrown into 
ths common pit, I observe in the 
crowds invading the town many of 
those whose days are numbered al- 
ready. The complexion of the people 
has turned dark. Blood no longer ani- 
mates the yellow skins. Chinese chil- 
dren, ordinarily round and plump, re- 
sembling stuffed dolls, display their 
understructure of bone. I have seen 
such skeletons that I wondered breath 
still lingered in them. Their feet dangle 
any direction, so loose have become 
the tendons and museles..With the 
best of care, it would only be possible 
to fan for a time the spark of life, to 
see it finally extinguished. Women 
and children are being sold and giver 
away.

HOT A WHALE 
AT SANTA MONICA. 


LEAVING BLOODY TRAIL. 
— —— 
Cetacean Was Actively Pursued by 
School of Porpoises ani Narrowly 
Missed Stranding on the Beach—Look- 
ing for Carcass to Float Ashore. 


' BANTA MONICA, Feb. 3.—{Regular 
Correspondence.}] A whale narrowly 
escaped capture on the beach here this 
morning. 

A school of porpoises was seen work- 
ing toward shore shortly before noon 
and moving much more excitedly than 
is common for them. As the schoo! 
approached the land, it was observed 
that the porpolees were pursuing a 
whale, which seemed to be nearly ex- 
hausted in its efforts to get away from 
its tormentors. The porpoises leaped 
at the leviathan, from all sides; swam 
around it, and by their constant at- 
tentions, gave it no peace. 

As it got into shallower water where 
the breakers were, the whale appeared 
to lose to some extent ite power of 
locomotion, and its. nose swung 
around 20 as to graze the iron piling 
at the end of the North Beach Bath- 
house life line. From there. the 
monster made its way toward the end 


to get a shot.

Nearly a dozen shots from 
the pleasure wharf at a distance of 
less than 100 feet are believed to have 
taken effect. If the marine animal 
does die, and the huge mass of bone 
and blubber is floated to the beach, it 
will be a money-making prize for the 
transportation companies. Tourista 
wintering in the various parts of 
Southern California will want to see 
the carcass, and doubtless a great 
many of them will gladly pay the 
necessary fares to get a sight of the 
thing.

MEXICAN PLUNGED A KNIFE INTO 
HIS ABDOMEN. 


Stabber in Jail and Under Guard to 
Prevent Lynching—Victim May 
Recover—New Gusher in Oil Field. 


FULLERTON, 3.-—({Regular 
Correspondenec.) Al Ebanks, one of the 
proprietors of the Fullerton Hotel, 
was stabbed by a drunken Mexican 
tonight and perhaps mortally wounded. 

he assailant is in the town jail under 
heavy guard to prevent lynching. 

The stabbing occurred in the office 
of the hotel about 9 o'clock p.m. Two 
intoxicated Mexicans who had en- 
tered the place were ordered out by 
Mr. Ebanks. They refused to leave. 
With. the assistance of his brother, 
Ebanks then endeavored to eject 
them. The Mexicans resisted, and one 
of them drew a sharp knife which he 
plunged into Mr. Ebanks’s abdomen. 
The blade passed through the abdom- 
inal wall and the wound may prove fa- 
tal. 

The Mexicans were arrested by Con- 
stable Pendergrast as they were at- 


tempting to,make their escape. Public 
indigation high when news of the 
stabbing became known, and there 


were threats of lynching. The officer 
hurried his prisoners to the lock-up 
and statio a guard over them to 
trevent violence. 

Two doctors were summoned to at- 
tend the wounded man. They are un- 
untbie to say tonight what the out- 
come of his injury may be, but the 
patient is not regarded as being in im- 
mediate danger. The developments of 
the next twenty-four hours will be 
anxiously awaited, however, as serious

Making Big Deposits in 
Local Banks. 


Ten Thousand Strangers in 
Town— Many of Them Look- 
ing for Investments. 


There is joy among the Los Angeles 
'inn-keepers tor the tourist tide is at 
ita flood. Since November the st 
flow of visitors has pot ceased, and it 
is held by the best authorities that 
there are twice as many travelers in 
the city now as at this time last year. 
It is estimated that there are between 
eight and ten thousand tourists in Los 
Angeles at present, while ariving trains 
daily add about 150 people.

Climate must 
now take a back seat as our chief ad- 
vertising element. Our oll and mining 
industries beside all the others, are 
features that have been doubly im- 
pressed upon people of the whole coun- 
tr’. The possibilities of making big 
money in the Land of Sunshine brings 
us a large cless of people who hbave 
sold out tn the East, and are here with 
their bank eccounts for investment. 
You must understand that many of 
these would have been here before, but 
could not dispose of their property. 
With the return of prosperity they 
have been enabled to sell their hold- 
ings. Not only have our tourists come 
from the East this year, but from the 
North also. There is a difference be- 
tween a tourist and an investor, and 
Angeles is quick to appreciate the 
home-secker.”
